Respect life call gives Catholics 
chance to sign up for action 


Southern Cross Reporter 


Catholics claiming to respect human life will 
have a chance to put it in writing when they attend 
Mass at any parish in the diocese, Sunday, Oct. 3. 


Pro-life roll cards will be distributed for 
worshipers’ signatures. The cards state commit- 
ment to the sanctity of life and call for pledges of 
concrete action on behalf of that commitment. 


THIS IS PART of the pro-life action plan 
instituted by the National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops (NCCB). To launch the plan, coordinated 
locally by the diocesan Catholic Community 
Services, the bishops designated Oct. 3 as Respect 
Life Sunday. 


Dioceses across the nation will begin what has 
been called ‘‘the most extensive Church effort to 
date to secure passage of a human life amendment 
to the Constitution’ on that day. 


The San Diego diocese will be deeply committed 
to the battle, according to Bishop Leo T. Maher. 


black Catholics of the United States and the 
total Church.’’ 


Bishop Maher said ‘‘it is an opportunity for 
the San Diego diocese to serve the black 
community of America fostering vocations 
with the determination and zealous aposto- 
late of Father Conwill. 


‘““WE ARE very happy that we can make 
this contribution to serve the entire Church of 
America. Father Conwill has always had a 
desire and a keen interest to promote 
vocations among the black community and is 
well qualified to serve in this important 
apostolate.’’ 


Father Conwill was ordained in 1973 and 
has served as associate pastor at St. Rita 
parish, San Diego. He was recently 
appointed to the new office of evangelization 
in the education ministry. 


Women priests vote is ecumenical barrier 


VATICAN CITY (NC)—The Episcopal Church’s 
decision to ordain women is a ‘‘real headache from 


an ecumenical point of view,’’ a Vatican 
ecumenical relations official told NC News. 


The official, who asked not to be quoted by 
name, said the Episcopal Church’s decision to 
change a ‘‘primitive Church tradition by just 
counting heads’ was “‘inconceivable’’ to the 
Catholic mind. 


ON SEPT. 16 the House of Deputies of the 
Episcopal Church concurred with the House of 
Bishops’ vote of the previous day to permit the 
ordination of women. 


According to the official, the Vatican:in general 
is viewing the Episcopal Church’s action as a 
““pretty serious division factor’? in relations 
between the Churches. 


“If you see the decision as a decision on the 
doctrinal level, as many people are tending to view 
it, then it is a very serious matter, especially for 
those who have been trying to make steady 
progress to resolve historical differences between 
the two Churches,’’ the official commented. 


HE ADDED that the decision would have a 
“‘very disturbing psychological effect’’ on those 
taking part in ecumenical dialogue. — 


“It was really an extraordinary way to make a 


decision of this magnitude,’’ the official said of the 
vote. He said he sees the action as a sign of the 
“very different conception each of the two 
Churches has of the function of authority and 
discipline.’’ 

He also objected to the fact that an answer to the 
question of ordaining women was sought ‘‘very 
much on an internal basis without very much 
regard for the opinions of the wider Christian 
community,’’ particularly the Roman Catholic and 
Orthodox communities. 


‘*THERE IS now talk of formal discussion of the 
issue with the Roman Church,”’ he said. ‘‘But that 
is a bit like locking the stable door after the horse 
has bolted.’’ ae 


Pope Paul has indicated several times his 
opposition to the ordination of women. 


At a press conference in Spokane, Wash., 
Cardinal Timothy Manning of Los Angeles took a 
dim view of the impact of the Episcopal decision 
on ecumenical relations. 


The Catholic Church ‘‘is officially and, I think, 
irrevocably, opposed to the ordination of women,”’ 
the cardinal said. The move by the Episcopalians 
has already caused a rift within that Church, he 
added, and will cause ‘‘considerable hazard’’ to 
dialogue between the Churches. 


“Even if the fight for sanctity of human life takes 
10 years,’’ he said, ‘‘we must not falter.’’ 


THE ACTION plan has been designed by the 
National Task Force for a Human Life 
Amendment, a Washington, D.C., group estab- 
lished and funded by the NCCB in 1974. 


It calls for Pro-Life Congressional District 
Action Committees to be set up in every voter 
district in the nation. The plan aims at amending 
the Constitution to fully protect all human life 
‘“‘from conception onward’’, according to the 
bishops. 

In San Bernardino and San Diego last week, 


~William Cox, task force director, explained the 


parish organization involved in the plan, and 
defended the right of Catholics to seek a human 
life amendment. 


“CATHOLICS HAVE every civil right to 
organize to influence legislation on pro-life issues, 
particularly abortion,’’ he said, adding that the 
Church is deeply concerned about threats to 
human life in all its stages. 


“If we lose the fight to eliminate abortion, we 
will never be able to win on euthanasia or be able 
to defend the elderly, youth, the retarded or the 
handicapped,’’ Cox said. 


“‘Abortion is a Christian issue. Historically, all 
Christians have been against abortion. And today, 
there is no major Protestant theologian,’’ he 
claimed, ‘‘that will support the rulings of the U.S. 
Supreme Court on abortion.”’ 


“LUDICROUS” is the term Cox used to 
describe the most recent court rulings which allow 
minor girls to obtain abortions without the consent 
of their parents and denied the rights of the father 
in a mother’s decision for abortion. 


‘Today, a girl cannot get her ears pierced in a 
department store without the consent of her 
parents. But she can get an abortion without their 
permission,’’ he noted. 


Also ‘‘ridiculous’’, according to Cox, are 
charges that Catholic efforts on behalf of a human 
life amendment are a ‘‘threat’’ by a special 
interest group to the democratic process. 


‘CATHOLICS DO not have the power to amend 
the Constitution at will,’’ he declared. ‘‘It is 
purposely extremely difficult. to amend the 
Constitution, and because three quarters of the 
states must ratify a proposed amendment, the 
process amounts to a national referendum.”’ 


Noting that pro-life issues are directly linked to 
the religious heritage from which America 
springs, Cox said: ‘“The founding fathers said the 
right to life is endowed by the Creator, not by 
man, not by the state and not by the courts. 


“‘The abortion controversy is symbolic of a 
deeper one in our society, the denial of the 
Creator. We have lost the Christian sense of who 
man is,’’ he lamented. (See related story on page

‘Young People Can Be Deeply Spiri- 
tual, Just show. Them the Way.’’ 


THE INSTITUTE, sponsored by the 
diocesan religious education. depart- 
ment, is conducted annually for 
parents, teachers and other religious 
educators.

Therese social hall, San Diego, to hear 
the popular speaker, a favorite at. the 
diocesan CCD Congress last February. 
And close to 100 heard him at Sacred 
Heart, Brawley. 


In an SC interview Father Tickle said 
teaching youth how to pray is a matter 
of ‘‘spiritual outlook. God is the 
Creator, and thus is the sustainer of all 
things. Everything is impregnated with 
his power and creativity.” 


A WAY TO express this to a 
teenager, he said, is to use visual aids in 
every day life—the power of a Honda, a 
grain of sand, a girl walking down the 
street, things that stick with the 
teenager. 


“You want to get them to use ‘hei 
imagination so. that ‘everything around 
them from a tennis shoe to a text book 
will remind them of God,’’ the priest 
said.

others, loving others, at great sacrifice 


““Teenagers are terribly interested in 
life. If they could perceive in all of life the 
presence of God, life would be 24 hours 
of spirituality. 


“WE HAVE to turn out youth who 
are really Christian, who are doing for 


to themselves. That’s what Christianity 
is all about.”’ : 


Father Tickle said the most effective 
work he does with youth is on a- 
one-to-one basis. “‘We think too much 
in numbers.”’ 


To attract young people, Catholics 
have to present Jesus Christ in a 
personal way, he said. ; 

“The -vast majority of young people 
aren’t involved in church. Church for 
most of them is not a way of life but an - 
activity once or twice a week, if that 
much. Christianity is a sideline for most 
kids,’” he commented. 

If they don’t feel that the emphasis in 
the church is on a personal relationship 
with Christ then that church won’t hold 
them, he said. 


HE THINKS pastors need to develop - 
a core group of young people and adults 
who are deeply committed to Christ to 
be “‘spiritual conversationalists.”’ 


Teenagers need someone- who is ~ 
committed to Christ to chat with, 
someone who can give them under- 
standing, Father Tickle said. 


“People are needed to be ecitial 
counselors for youth,”’ he said. ‘Priests 
are usually too busy and some young — 
people are not always eager to approach 
a priest.”’ 


New center to meet prayer, 
community needs in diocese

A new diocesan center for 
prayer and community gath- 
erings is taking shape adja- 
cent to the apartments which 
serve as St. Francis Semin- 
ary.

He also envisages Marri- 
age Encounter _ groups, 
priests and Sisters senates, 
permanent deacons and 
others using the complex for 
their meetings, days of 
recollection, prayer groups 
and other occasions. 


“There was demand, 
through the Synod, for a 
place where people can meet 
to pray, particularly: priests 
and Sisters, and this will 
provide that center,’’ he 
said. 


THE $400,000 complex 
will not be ‘‘institutional’”’ in 
its appearance or form, he 
hopes. ‘‘It will provide an 
extension of the family or 
community atmosphere we 
have to such a wonderful 
extent already among the 
seminarians, living in these 
apartments.”’ 


The apartments on San 
Pedro Avenue are situated 
between the main USD 
campus and the recreation 
center and sports fields on 
Linda Vista Road. 


With construction of the 
new. apostolic center the- 
whole of the end portion of ‘ 


San Pedro will be exclusive 


to the center and the 
seminary. 

' FATHER Purcell said the 
new center will be of brick 
and plaster construction and 
will house the offices for the 
seminary, those for the 
permanent diaconate — pro- 
gram and possibly the dioce- 
san liturgical center. 


There will be. a small. 


central adoration chapel_ 
around the tabernacle open- 
ing into the larger chapel for 
main liturgies, which can 
also be extended to include 
the community rooms for 
larger gatherings.

COX VISITED San Diego and San 
Bernardino last week to explain Pro-Life 
Congressional District Action Committees, 
the main thrust of the U.S. bishops’ pro-life 
plan to be launched in all dioceses on 
Respect Life Sunday, Oct. 3. 


Bishop Leo T. Maher has mandated 
participation in the plan by parishes in the 
San Diego diocese. Msgr. Doran is 


coordinating the plan locally through Nancy 


Brown, director of the newly-formed Parish 
Community Development office of CCS. 


Directed by a steering committee, the plan 


involves using a community representative 
in each parish in the diocese to inform the 
people surrounding the parish on the 
abortion issue, recruit and organize them to 
pressure legislators for a human life 
amendment.

Though the plan is designed to be 


nonsectarian, it is being instigated through 
Catholic parishes. 


Community representatives are to appoint 
project coordinators whose committees will 
take charge of voter education in the 
community, letter writing projects and a 
pro-life telephone network.

ACCORDING to task force director Cox, 
the time has come to channel pro-life energy 


toward Congress through the American 
public. 


“For the past 20 years,’’ he explained, 
“ours has been an interest-group democ- 
racy. Legislators are influenced most by 
large bodies of constituents organized 
behind a particular issue.”’ 


Interest: groups, he explained, must have 
a broad base of voter support to achieve their 
‘particular goal. 


COX STRESSED education of the public to 
achieve a human life amendment. ‘‘We have 
to carry the pro-life message to the voter in 


. each Congressional district in the land,’’ he 


said. 

““We must define what abortion is for the 
voter. We must inform him on what the

A time to keep 


Who do'we vote for in November? How. do we 
judge the two main contenders for the presidency of 
the United States, particularly on the issue which 
concerns the sanctity of life—abortion? 


A review of recent comment in the Catholic press 
around the .country shows that there is no single 
opinion. Some diocesan papers and columnists 


~ have focused primarily on the abortion issue, while 


others have criticized a ‘‘one-issue’’ approach. 
Here is a short survey, courtesy of the National 
Catholic News Service (which is what the NC means 
on all those stories we publish). 


Most important issue 


The Catholic Bulletin in St. Paul-Minneapolis 
argued that abortion is the most important issue in 
the campaign as the Vietnam war was also a 
single issue. The Catholic Standard and Times in 
Philadelphia is one of a number of papers which 
have sharply criticized the Democratic platform 
plank calling efforts to amend the Constitution to 
restrict abortion ‘‘undesirable.’’ 


Noting that aides of Democratic candidate J immy ~ 


Carter were largely responsible for the language of 
the plank, the Standard and Times said Carter's 
efforts ‘‘to divorce himself’’ from the plank are 
‘less than convincing.’’ 


“‘We hope that enough people will have enough 
regard for the sanctity of human life to make 
abortion a key issue in this  fall’s political 
campaign—and especially in congressional and 
senatorial. contests where the contenders will have 
the power, if elected, to vote for or against an 
amendment to the U.S. Constitution which would 
guarantee protection of law to all human life, 
especially the lives of the innocent unborn whose 
only defense can come from the laws of a nation 
committed to guard the lives of the weak and the 


_.powerless,’’ the paper said. 


Abortion ‘‘unfortunate’’ 


But the Catholic Messenger, Davenport, lowa, 
diocesan: paper, said it is ‘‘unfortunate’’ that 
abortion has come to dominate discussions 
involving Carter and Catholics. Noting that Carter 
is personally opposed to abortion and opposes an 
amendment and that Ford is personally opposed 
and supports. a states’ rights approach, The 
Messenger said: ‘‘There is no discernible 
difference between the candidates. Both are in the 
current American mainstream of being permissive 
in hard cases; and they come down on the side of 
freedom for the individual to decide whether she or 
he is a hard case.”’ 


Describing Ford and Carter as ‘‘equally blind 
men,’’ The Messenger said ‘‘they may both be as 
blind as the good Germans of the Hitler era. But the 
point is that they are both blind. Catholic 
spokesmen should be wary of doing an injustice to 
Jimmy Carter in this political season.” 


Sacramento view 


The Catholic Herald, Sacramento diocesan 


paper, praised the Republican platform for

supporting an amendment. But, the paper said, 
‘Placed in the wider context of other issues, 
however, this does not mean that the Republican 
party is now for human life and that the Democratic 
party is .against; the case might even be the 
reverse.

callous attitude toward the sufferings of the 
disadvantaged and has put itself out of step with 
the moral stands of many religious groups, 
including the Catholic Church.’’ The paper said the 
Republican platform opposes Church positions on 
full employment, welfare reform, national health 
insurance and other issues. 


‘‘The Democratic platform, on the other. hand,’’ 
The Herald said, ‘‘while it gives pro-life groups a 
slap in the face, shows considerable compassion on 
the social issues...and in fact takes stands similar to 
the Catholic bishops On most of them.’’ 


Greeley speaks 


Among columnists in the Catholic press, Father 
Andrew Greeley has been the most critical of the 
Carter-Mondale ticket, arguing that it is ‘‘danger- 
ous’’ for Catholics because it does not consider 
their needs. 


Father Richard McBrien criticized the bishops for 
appearing to take a ‘‘one-issue’’ approach with 
abortion. An ‘‘all-or-nothing’’ approach, he said, 
“seems to violate some of the oldest principles of 
moral theology, particularly those having to do with 
the virtue of prudence.’ 


Even if we draft the Pope 


Msgr: Salvatore Adamo, editor of the Catholic 
Star-Herald, Camden, N.J., diocesan paper, said: 
‘There is ‘no way by which we can get a 
constitutional amendment against abortion in the 
near future, in the next decade or so. Not even if we 
draft the Pope to run for President. It will never 
pass the states, nor even get two-thirds of Congress 
behind it. . 


“Instead of denouncing Jimmy Carter,’’ Msgr. 
Adamo said, ‘‘we should be encouraging him. For 
if he keeps his promise, it will be a monumental 
advance over what President Ford has. done 


e 


regarding abortion. For Mr. Ford has allowed ~ 


federal agencies to aid and abet abortion.’’ Noting 
that Carter has said he would oppose federal 
funding of abortion, Msgr. Adamo said, ‘‘that is 
perce than what Mr. Ford has been able or willing 
to do.’’ 


Joseph Thomas, managing editor of The 
Advocate, Newark,.N.J., archdiocesan newspaper, 
said Ford’s position on abortion was no better than 
Carter’s. Describing Ford’s states rights position as 
one that could result in 50 different abortion laws, 
Thomas asked: ‘‘What, we may ask, has he done to 
advance it, to convince the Congress and the 
country that this is the path to follow to restore 
respect for life?

We were talking...about good or 
““common’’ sense and the irrationality 
of many of the attitudes we strike and 
things we do and say. 


Common sense, of course, is not a 
common commodity at all. It is a rare 
quality seldom visible in the common 
occurrences of our lives. 


IT IS, for instance, hardly prevalent 
in the kind of personal behavior that 
leads to fractured friendships, macer- 
ated marriages and the perennial 
petty bickering that bedevils every 
aspect of our lives. Nor is it evident in 
_the group thinking that breeds 
incendiary national and international 
confrontations. 


A common sense look at fost of our 
problem areas will almost certainly 
reveal something of. the ridiculous— 
and a great deal that is at least 
shortsighted and very likely blindly 
biased. We are, on the whole, very 
subjective in the way we translate 
events, ideas and philosophies ~ in 
order to make them our own. es 


Common sense, on the other hand, 
demands objectivity, a balanced set of 
values, a degree of personal detach- 
ment and at least a smidgeon of 
wisdom. : 


WE EXERCISE very little common 


The common sense way 


sense, obviously, when we allow 
people and situations to affect us 
adversely, to the extent that life can 
become miserable. We cannot always 
control what happens to us, nor how 
others will react to us, but we do not 
have to. cooperate with efforts to 


diminish or destroy us. 
By that | do not mean that we 


should respond with aggression or . 


defensiveness, but with common 
sense. A great deal of the time we 
allow oursleves to suffer acutely from 
guilt. for our imperfections, our 
omissions, our mistakes and poor 
judgment. We _ allow accusations 
levelled at us to bring us to a crippling 
peak of anxiety whether or. not they 
are justified or merited. 

Then, as equilibrium, self-esteem 
and self-confidence are eroded, a kind 
of panic seizes us that can make us, in 
effect, accessories to our own misery. 
Common sense would suggest that 
this is patently a ridiculous predica- 
ment! 


IF WE DO NOT value ourselves and 
enjoy who we are, we are denying the 
very essence of our being. We are not 
perfect, of course—any more than 
anyone else is. We make mistakes and 
exercise poor judgment—but prob- 
ably neither more nor less than most 
other people. 


The greatest damage we are likely 
to do in our lives is to ourselves. And 
then, through ourselves, to others. | 
think it is only common sense to strive 
to be comfortable with ourselves— 
after all, we are all we have! It is 
always possible that our ideals are a 
little unrealistic. Perhaps we would 
become more of what we want to be if 
“we were to relax and appreciate a little 
more what we already are! : 


The habitual application of common 
or ‘‘good’’ sense also requires a sound 
humility, such as will allow us to 
perceive what is real with a purity of 
vision, free of the distortion of a 
self-protective or self-destructive per- 
spective. 


HUMILITY IS akin to truth. It keeps 
our expectations of ourselves realistic 
and keeps us from imposing expecta- 
tions upon others. St. James, writing 
to the 12 tribes in the diaspora, said, 
“If any of you is wise in understand- 
ing, let him show this in practice 
through a humility filled with good 
sense.”’ 


No one has ever shown a more 
confident humility than Jesus. No one 
has ever displayed greater common 
sense. And.~his answer to. the 


problems besetting mankind ~ was 


immensely practical. ‘‘Love one 
another. ’’ 


If we believe, as most of us do, that 
love is the essential ingredient for 


harmony and happiness among men, — 


then it is only common sense to direct 


-that love towards ourselves and those 


with whom we are trying to establish 
sound relationships. 


FOR LOVE is not something that 
““happens’”’ to you. It does not require 
great emotion or passion, although it 
does predicate great dedication and 
compassion. Love is an act of will. We 
decide whether or not we will love, 
and who or what we will love. It is 
a deliberate choice which only we can 
make. * 


We cannot force others to love us, 


but we can deny them the power to | 


inhibit our own loving. Since human 
survival—and for that matter, uni- 
versal survival—depends on it, it is 
foolishness ever to decide against love 
and common sense to seek out ways in 
which to build and encourage it. 


We can will ourselves to love or not 


~ to love—whether we like to admit it or 
not. It is only common sense to use | 


such power to the greatest benefit— 
and start by loving what we are and 
what other people are, because—that 
is the way it is! ~

in Faith 


God, Giver of Life 
God always respects the 
freedom he has given us 


By Father John J. Castelot 


The Bible’s first pages introduce us to the 
Word of God as creative and life-giving. In 
the Priestly account of creation (Genesis 
1:1-2:4a) God simply speaks and things 
come to be. This idea recurs throughout the 
sacred writings, as in Psalm 33:8-9: 

Let all the earth fear the Lord; 

Let all who dwell in the world revere 
him. 

For he spoke, and it was made; 

He commanded, and it stood forth. 


Most eloquent are these verses from the 
Book of Isaiah: 


For just as from the heavens 
the rain and snow come down 
And do not return there 

till they have watered the earth, 
making it fertile and fruitful, 
Giving seed to him who sows 
and bread to him who eats, 

So shall my word be 

that goes forth from my mouth; 
It shall not return to me void, 
but shall do my will, 

achieving the end for which 

I sent it. (55:10-11) 


This divine word governs not only 
creation, which is itself an ongoing, dynamic 

' process, but the even more dynamic process 
we call human history. History may seem 
like a simple concept, but it is terribly 


complex. The ancients held widely varying - 


views on the subject, and in modern times 
philosophers have discussed it at length, and 
still discuss it, with little Pa of 
qercoment in sight. : 


» THE REASON for confusion may be that 
there can be no philosophy of history; there 
can be only a theology of history, and this is 
the biblical view. Philosophy as such has no 
room for God or His intervention in human 
affairs, and without God human history is a 
maddening puzzle, a process without 
purpose, a movement without direction. 


Biblical history, on the other hand, 
highlights God’s role as the Lord of history, 
directing men and nations toward an 
ultimate goal, the salvation of humanity and 
the definitive establishment of the Kingdom 
of God. So we call it Salvation History. 


The prophets’ and inspired biblical 
authors’ task was to keep this conviction 
alive in the hearts of the people, to 
demonstrate that God was active in their 
lives, revealing Himself in the events of their 
history and at the same time revealing His 
plans for them. 


THESE APPOINTED spokesmen brought 
them the Word that put meaning into their 
lives; it was indeed the Word of life. Without 
it the history of the people of Israel would 
have been little different from that of 
neighboring peoples. 

Abraham would have been just another 
semi-nomad caught up in the wave of mass 
migrations which took place in the 19th 
century B.C. instead of a man called by God 
to move on to a mysterious destiny. The 
Exodus would have been just another 
successful slave rebellion instead of the 
divinely directed liberation of a people who 


would become God’s instrument in the _ 


working out of His plan of salvation. The 
Word gave meaning to the event. 


The prophets, who were pre-eminently 


ministers of the Word, strove with might and 
main to sustain that life which was the very 


reason for being of the péople. And they 


reminded them over and over of their 
destiny, giving constant direction to their 
history. 


IT IS TRUE that the prophets before the 
Exile were more threatening than encourag- 
ing, but even they held out hope for the 
dawning of the ‘‘Day of the Lord.’’ Read, for 
example, Isaiah 2:1-5; 11:1-9; Jeremiah 
31:31-34. And in the period after the Exile, 
the note of hope became stronger. 


Then, in the fullness of time, the Word 
was not only preached to God’s people; the 
Word became flesh and made His dwelling 
among us (John 1:14). His words were 
uniquely lifegiving: ‘‘The words I spoke to 
you are spirit and life’’ (John 6:63b). 


At His word the deaf heard, the blind 
received their sight, cripples walked, the 
dead came to life. But at a deeper level, 
people’s ears were opened to the truth, their 
eyes saw with the insight of faith, their 
twisted limbs walked in the straightness of 
new conduct, and they rose from the death of 
sin to the life of godliness. 


THIS WORD, too, gave new meaning to 
history. It proclaimed the advent of God’s 
Kingdom: ‘‘This is the time of fulfillment. 
The reign of God is at hand! Reform your 
lives and believe in the gospel’ (Mark 1:15). 


In the Christ-event, in the person and 
work of the Word, the long-awaited reign of 
God broke into human history and gave it 
new, sharper direction. This was the Good 
News (Gospel) proclaimed also by men like 
Paul, the Evangelists, and the other heralds 
of the apostolic period. It is the Word which 
comes to us today in their inspired writings 
and through the varied ministries of the 
Church. 


However, even though God is the Lord of 
history and even though His Word is 
life-giving and directive, people remain free 
to cooperate or not. If there is one fact that 
stands out in the record of the Word, it is 
that God, having endowed mankind with 
freedom, always respects that freedom. 


THIS COLUMN opened with a reference 
to the Priestly account of creation. It will 
close it with an allusion to the Yahwist story 
of the Temptation and Fall. It would be hard 
to find a clearer illustration of God’s respect 
for the freedom which He gave His children. 
And it is precisely this wonderful, terrible 
gift of freedom which explains our response 
or lack of response to the Word and to the 
direction of the Giver of life and the Lord of 
history. 


St. Paul felt this tension and gave it . 


dramatic expression: 


Indeed, the whole created world 
eagerly awaits the revelation of the sons 
of God. Creation was made subject to 
futility, not of its own accord but by him 
who once subjected it; yet not without 
hope, because the world itself will be 
freed from its slavery to corruption and 
share in the glorious freedom of the 
children of God. 


Yes, we know that all creation groans 
and is in agony even until now. Not only 
that, but we ourselves, although we 
have the Spirit as first fruits, groan 
inward:y while we await the redemption 
of our bodies. (Romans 8:19-23)

Can God's Word really heal ? 


Faith Healing and Miracles 


Judaism guarded against 
reliance on —

Do miracles and faith-healing—now so 
prominent in the nation’s press—play any 
role in Judaism? | 


The answer to that question must begin 
with a look into early biblical history. 
Ancient Palestine—the cradle of Judaism, 
Christianity and Islam—-sat at the crossroads 
between Mesopotamia and Egypt. 


THESE SOCIETIES were dominated by 
emperor-worship, animal divinities, human 
sacrifices to Moloch, sacred prostitution, 
and.other forms of paganism. Inevitably, 
there was a spill-over from these societies of 
religious and cultural influences onto the soil 
of Palestine. 


Historians and archeologists now docu- 
ment that popular superstitions, fanciful 
legends, and beliefs in miracles were 
plentiful among the common people, and 
even among some of the rabbis and 
non-Jewish leaders. 


Dr. Solomon Schechter, a great rabbinic 
theologian disclosed that a cursory study of 
the Talmud and the Midrash (rabbinic 
commentaries on the Bible) ‘‘yielded a 
harvest of not less than 250 miracles,” 
including frequent reference to wonder- 
workings of the rabbis in first-century 
Palestine, among whom was Jesus of 
Nazareth. (‘‘Studies in Judaism, pp. 122s.) 


THE RABBIS, it is 
underscore, made determined attempts to 
limit reliance on the miraculous, even as 
they sought to stamp out sorcery, witchcraft, 
superstition, and satanism. Faith without 
miracles, they believed, is superior to faith 
that depends on the crutch of miracles. In a 
sense they anticipated the Gospel of John 
20:29, which states, ‘‘Blessed are they that 
have not seen, and yet have believed.”’ 


Clearly, the Bible refers to a number of 
miracles—manna from heaven, water hewn 
from a rock, the miraculous plagues against 
Pharaoh and the Egyptians. The rabbis who 
shaped Judaism did not underestimate the 
value of miracles, but rather sought to 


harmonize miracles with the scheme of - 


creation—and, when possible, to give them 
a natural, plausible explanation that 
respected human intelligence. 

The world was created by the Divine Law, 
not arbitrarily. Even miracles, they thought, 
are within the law and not without. Thus, 
God foreordained the splitting of the Red 


important to 


Sea and the pausing of the sun at Jost, s 
bidding. 


THE ORDER of creation was held thereby 
not to have been interrupted. Miracles were 
part of the cosmic plan, but a subsidiary 
part, much as erratic comets are occasional 
and temporary eruptions in the design and 
harmony of the planets. 


The role of faith-healing was similarly 
held in check by rabbinic tradition which 
feared its abuse to the manifest peril of sick 
people whose misplaced trust in a naive 
healer could prevent the obtaining of 
authentic medical, and later on, psychiatric 
care. A classic text which faith-healers 
appeal to is that of Exodus 15:26 which 
describes how the bitter waters of Marah are 
made sweet for the thirsty Israelites. 


“If you will diligently harken to the voice 
of the Lord, your God,’’ the Bible declares, 
“and will do that which is right in His eyes, 
and will give ear to His commandments, and 
keep all His statutes, I will put none of the 
diseases upon you which I have put upon the 


Egyptians, for | am the Lord that heals you.”’ . 


AT MARAH, the Israelites found them- 
selves threatened with one of the plagues of 
Egypt, undrinkable water. God delivered 
them from this, and similarly, if they were 
obedient, He would protect them from the 
diseases which afflicted the Egyptians. 


Just as a father requires faithful 
obedience in order to guide his family in 
life-giving ways, so a physician requires 
obedience—but only for the purpose of 


securing the patient’s welfare. Thus the — 


image of God as physician, rabbinic Judaism 
affirms, is to communicate the message of 
God’s loving care for His obedient and 
faithful people, and not to suggest that 
simple reading of a passage of the Bible or 
ecstatic prayers are substitutes for good 
medical or psychiatric care. 


Indeed, in ancient times a popular 
tendency developed to use the Exodus 15:26 
passage as a charm, and the rabbis 
condemned this reliance on magic as ‘a 
denial of true faith which could forfeit a 
person’s claim on the future life. 


Hille, the first-century rabbi, who was a 
compatriarch of the Apostles, summed up 


’ the rabbinic attitudes toward over-reliance 


on miracles in this way, ‘‘The giving to man 
of his daily bread is as wonderful a miracle 
as the cleaving of the Red Sea.”’

_ Father Bevilacqua, a member of the Augustinian 
community in this diocese, is noted for his teaching 
of scripture; his involvement in Charismatic 
Renewal and many other aspects of the Christian 
approach to life. In a series of articles, written 
especially for the Southern Cross, he will deal with 
the very topical subject of Christian meditation. In 
this first article he traces his own footsteps through 
the labrinth of meditational means until he found the 
true method. Subsequent articles will guide readers 

—in the practice of meditation. 


The ultimate goal: of Christian meditation is union 
with God. 


I’ve been trying to meditate now for 20 some 
years, spending anywhere from one-half to five 
hours°a day in meditation. 


Because | intended that meditation should help 
me in my relationship with God, that it should bring 
me closer to God, |-put considerable work and effort 
and study into meditation and found that it did, in 
fact, give me peace and strength and health and a 
certain depth of personality and character. 


BUT STILL | could. see that there were things in 
my meditations, especially where the meditations 
were under the non-Christian influence of Zen, Yoga 
and Transcendental Meditation (TM), which left me 

* with a certain fragileness. | felt more together, but 
at the same time it was just me. 


Consequently, | began to push more and more 
deeply into psychology and various other forms of 
meditation. | even made a Zen retreat. But still there 
was a certain area, a certain type of meditation 
where | found a profound sense of futility. 


- The peace, the strength, the health, the depth 
were still no more than just me, and because it was 
only me that was peaceful and only my strength and 
my depth, there was this futility—a-kind of 
boredom. 


THEN ONE DAY on a Zen retreat, |- began to see 
that much of what | was doing there was idolatrous. 
That, of course, explained why there was a certain 
element in the meditations which lead to futility 
rather than to any real lasting benefits. 


This certain type of meditation gave a temporary 
feeling of well-being, a sense of being well put 
together, but under pressure, over a duration of 
time, it easily disintegrated and left me back where | 
was before. 


So | came to the realization that there was a 
certain thing | was doing in meditation, a certain 
way | was going about meditation that was really no 
more than worship of self. It was really no more than 
a sophisticated tuning of the psychic mechanism. 


BECAUSE IT was simply a tuning of my 
psychological machinery rather than a profound 
integration into the Word God. speaks, this 
personality was easily disintegrated when things did 
not go my way. | 

| would like to remind us all that God has revealed 
himself as the God of Abraham, the God of Isaac, the 
God of Jacob; that our God is a personal God. He 
knows our name and has revealed his name to us and 
he expects us to call him by name. Therefore, we 
should not try to relate to God as some impersonal 
force. This would be insulting and derogatory to the 
One who loves us. , 

Still looking for God, | began to read the Bible 
more attentively. There, my faith in God grew until | 
was able seriously to relate to God as Father,

brother, and Lord. At this point it became 
increasingly evident that all | had hoped for from 
Zen, Yoga, and TM would be realized within the 
context of a personal relationship with Jesus Christ. 


1 BEGAN to see that within the ‘‘I-Thou”’ — 


encounter with Jesus, the psychological, spiritual 
and metaphysical benefits | had hopes for from the 
non-Christian Oriental forms of discipline were not 
only possible but imminent. 


| am not suggesting that we are to stop studying, 
meditating or disciplining ourselves. Rather, | am 
saying that belief in Jesus makes all these other 
things fruitful. 


From my own experience may | further suggest 
that those whp come under the influence of 
non-Christian mysticism run the risk of becoming 
enthralled with their own inflated psychic forces 
such that they miss their chances with God. | say this 
to those who practice Zen, as one who has himself 
experienced Satori (Zen state of spiritual enlighten- 
ment) on several different occasions. 


May | ask you, therefore, to consider that Satori is 
not salvation and. that only Jesus can give you 
salvation, and He who gives salvation can also give 
Satori. 


WHEN WE GET into ourselves, it is nearly 
impossible to distinguish between where the human 
personality stops and the Divine Personalities begin. 
Consequently, there can be a confusion over who is 
God. 


God is in me but | am not God! Even if | recognize 
the fact that | am not God and yet in some way 
understand that: he is present within me, where | 
leave off and God begins is unknown to me unless | 
know the name of God; unless | can recognize the 
face of the one true God; unless | can speak God’s 
name with the faithswhich expects a response; 
unless | can talk to God through God’s own 
knowledge of himself (i.e.—through the gift of 
faith). 

| have no way of distinguishing my own. inner 
depths, the forces of my own ‘nature, from God 
himself unless | know God. But | cannot directly 
experience the total reality of God, for God is 
unlimited reality, but | can meet God in a personal 
encounter through Jesus. 


_THUS, IN OUR interior journey to find God, 
without the help of his personal*revelation we run 
the risk of confusing the natural human energies of 
our spiritual life with God himself. 


If, however, you are a Christian, then by a divinely 
given invitation you have the right to know the one 
true God, and, thus, you know the name of your own 
deepest reality. You can say ‘‘Jesus’’ to your 
deepest center and expect an answer and find an 
answer because you are an adopted child of God with 
a gift that enables you to know God with God’s own 
knowledge of himself. 

That gift is faith and that faith gives you the 
capacity to relate to God.

In the Epistle to the Hebrews it says that Jesus is 
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‘the radiant light of God’s glory and the perfect 
copy of his nature.’’ Then in the first chapter of the 
Gospel according to St. John we read that Jesus is 
the Word: of God and the Word is God and that the 
Word became flesh. 


It goes on to say in Acts 4:12, ‘‘For of all the 
names in the world given to men, this is the only one 
by which we can be saved.’’ Thus, it is the Father’s 
intention that we accept his Son, Jesus, as our 
Savior. Jesus, in turn, says, ‘‘l am the gate of the 
sheepfold::.Anyone who enters through me will be 
safe.’’ (John 10:7, 9) . 


After | had been studying Zen for about a year, | _ 
was awakened one night out of a sound sleep to the 
awareness of a voice deep within my being, ‘’Jesus 
saves, not Zen.”’

Bp. disbands pastoral council 


EVANSVILLE, Ind.—Bishop Francis Shea 
has disbanded the seven-year-old diocesan 
pastoral council here. He complained the 
body ‘‘demanded consultation on almost 
every conceivable subject’’ and involved 
““too many meetings scheduled in iron-clad 
time slots which have sapped our energy, 
tried our patience, drained our enthusiasm 
and generally became a nuisance to most of 
us’’. He said there was never widespread 
participation in council affairs resulting in 
decisions reflecting the views of only ‘‘a 
handful of people’’. 


Ecumenists discuss ‘authority’ 


LONDON—Significant progress toward 
doctrinal agreement between Anglicans and 
Catholics on the key question of authority in 
the Church has been reported by the 
Anglican-Roman Catholic International 
Commission at its eighth meeting recently 
held in Venice. But, according to the report, 
important difficulties remain to be solved. 


Wanderer blasts bishops 


ST. PAUL, Minn.—The Wanderer, a 
conservative Catholic newspaper here, 
denounced the October conference planned 
by the U.S. bishops, ‘‘A Call to Action’, 
saying the event is a ‘“‘carefully orches- 
trated’’ plan to promote ‘‘socialism instead 
of Christian social justice’. The conference 
will conclude the round of Bicentennial 
hearings held by the bishops. The paper 


claimed that a ‘‘fervent flock of intellec- 
tuals’’ manufactured the conference ‘‘to 
show that Marxist socialism and violent 
revolution is the only way-to resolve the 
world’s problems.”’ 


‘Polish prelates challenge govt. 


CZESTOCHOWA, Poland—The 75 Polish 
bishops challenged the country’s shaken 
government to restore full rights to workers 
who struck last June to protest huge 
government price hikes. ‘“‘Workers who 
participated in the protests ought to have 
their rights restored, as well as their social 
and professional standing, and their losses 
compensated,’’ the bishops declared in an 
unusually strong and direct statement. 


General absolution asked 


DENVER—U.S. Catholic prison chaplains 
meeting here voted to ask the U.S. bishops 
for permission to use general absolution in 
correctional institutions with the approval of 
the local bishop. The chaplains say the 
moral, psychological and physical restraints 
of their ministry warrant use of general 
absolution. 


Non-Catholic Mass rule 


VATICAN CITY—Public Masses for 
deceased non-Catholic Christians may now 
be offered under guidelines in a decree 
issued by Cardinal Franjo Seper, prefect of 
the Vatican’s Doctrinal Congregation. The 
general rule forbidding the practice remains 
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in effect, but now exceptions are permitted if 
the Mass is specifically requested by 
relatives, friends or subjects of the 
deseased, and cleared by the local bishop, 
who must conclude that no scandal exists for 


_ Catholics. 


Abortion survivors protected 


SACRAMENTO—A measure requiring 
doctors to take all reasonable steps to protect 
a baby surviving an abortion, was signed 
into law last week by Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown Jr. The one-sentence bill, strongly 
backed by pro-life groups throughout the 
state, says that ‘‘a fetus born alive in the 
course of an abortion has the same right to 
medical treatment as any premature baby.”’ 
Sponsor of the measure was Assemblyman 
Mike Antonovich, Glendale, who described 
it as ‘‘anti-infanticide rather than anti-abor- 
tion.”’ 


Bishop who saved Pope dies 


HARTLEPOOL, England—The bishop 
who once saved Pope Paul’s life died 
recently. Bishop Anthony Denis Galvin, 57, 
of Miri, Sarawak, in Malaysia died here 
while on vacation. In 1970 in Manila he 
wrestled Bolivan artist Benjamin Mendoza y 
Amor to the ground when the man lunged at 
Pope Paul with a dagger.

OLIVER PLUNKETT by Father Tomas 
O’Fiaich and Desmond Forristal. Hunting- 
ton, IN, Our Sunday Visitor Press. 260 
pages, $3.95 pb. 


The life of Ireland’s latest canonized saint 
is finally told in a book with a unique format. 
Father O’Fiarch uses the first part of the 
book to give us a conventional but highly 
readable biography.

In the second part, Forristal presents a 
selection of the letters of the saint. He 
presents them in their historical context with 
excellent connecting material. Except for 
translating them into modern English, they 
.are the comments of Archbishop Plunkett 
himself on the matters that affected his life. 


Seldom has a saint been so well-served by 
his biographers.
